I j the Reign of His prefent Majesty, empowerino- Grand 

Junes of Counties to prefent the Sums neceffary for 
Sup^rt of Idiots and infane Perfons, have not been carried into 



And whereas it is elTential to the Interefts of Humanity, that due 
Attention Ihould be bellowed on their Support and Cure, which 
can be there adequately extended to them in Eftablilhments Ibleiy 
appropriated to their Relief; 

TBe it tijecefote dEnaaen by the king’s Moft Excellent 

^ Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
- Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent IVha- 
meiu affembled, and by the Authority of the fame. That fo much 
of the faid recited Adi as empowers Grand Juries to prefent the 
Sums neceffary for Support of a Ward for Idiots and infane Per- 
Ions, be and the fame is hereby repealed. 

And be it further Enabled, That as foon as may be after the 
pailing of this AS, the Houfe or Afylum for the Support and 
ftlamtenance of Idiots and Lunatics fliall be eredled or provided in 
each of the Four Provinces of Ireland, of fuilicient Size and Di- 
Oienlions, and fitted with proper Accommodation to contain at 
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Preamble.

leaf!: Two hundred and Fifty Perfons, which flmli be fituated and 
placed ill or near fuch central County or Affize Town m each 
Province., as to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant General 
and 'General Governor -of Ireland, fhall feem inoft fit and pro- 
per for the fame, who fiiall allb determine upon fuch Plan of 
33uildin^, and neceffarv Details for the Erebhon or Purchale 
thereof, "" as he fliall deem meet toeffedt the Purpofes of this Aft.: 
Be it further Enadted, That the Expence of the Ereaion or 
Purchale of the Buildings and fitting up of the lame, and alfo 
of the fubfequent Maintenance of the fame, and of the Support 
and Attendance on the unhappy Perfons confined therein, fliall be 
defrayed by .Prefentments- of the Grand .Juries of the feveial 
Counties of Ireland, with the Aid of charitable Donations and 
Subferiptions as hereinafter fet forth and jjrovided ; and that the 
Grand Jury of each County, fhall at every Spring Alfizcs appoint 
One of their Body to exercile the Office of Infpcdlor of diis Pro- 
vincial Inftitution during the Year, who lhall be ex officio One of 
the Governors of the Charity, and act and vote as fucln 
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Torappoi.it- And be it further Enaaed, That for the Purpofe-of due Re» 
.bgTruftees. aulatioii of tilde Provincial Houfes, his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant may and fhall appoint Fhree Kefident GehtLmen of 
each County within the Province, to exercife the Office of Fruftees 
or Governors of fitch Provincial Afylum, who fliall, together vvitli 
the Grand Jury Iiifpedors hereinbefore mentioned, and all fiich 
Perfons wlio fliall fubferibe the Sum of Twenty Guineas at any 
one Time, or the Sum of Three Guineas Annually, be fornied into ^ 
and conftitute a Board of Truflees or Governors for^ the Manage- 
ment and Direaion of each and every of fuch Provincial Inflitutions 
refpeaively : Provided always, that no Perfon fhall by any One 
Donation or Subfeription become a Governor of more than One 
Appointment Provincial Inftitution : Be it further Enaded, That the Governors 
ofMeetings iFall hold Meetings for the Regulation of thefe Houfes at leafi: 
and of-Of- Your Times in every Year ; that is to fay, on the firff Monday m 
January, April, July, and Odoher, and as much oftener as Occafion 
may require, and that at the aforefaid Quarterly Meetings only the 
Appointment of Officers may be determined upon ; but that at any 
-of the faid Meetings, whether Quarterly or otherwife, ut leafi 6 
Eight Days Notice being firft given in the Newspaper of the next 
adjoining Town, all internal Rules and Regulations of fuch Pro- 
vincial Ploufe fliall be determined upon by a Plurality of Votes: 
Salaries df Provided always, that the Salaries of Officers belonging to and at- 
Oificers not tending on fuch Provincial Afylum, fhall in no one Iiiflance exceed 
certaSs^m "pouiids Aiiiiual Salary, except the Phyfician attending

hundred Pounds, and that the entire Amount of Salaries fo 
payable to the Officers and Attendants belonging to any One

SnatSfand fpedive Diftrifts, all poor wandering Idiots and Lunatics, 
defraying the and to be conveyed to the Houle or Afylum of the Piovince 
SeX wherein fuch Perfon has been apprehended; and that fuch 
* Magiftrate is hereby authorized to call upon the Grand Jury of 
fuch County or County of a City, to make Prefentment at the 
enluing Affizes of fuch Sum or Sums of Money, for the reafonable 
Charges of Conveyance of fuch Idiot or Lunatic to fuch Provincial 
Houfe, not exceeding the Sum of Sixpence per Mile, as the faid 
Magiftrate lhall have expended on fuch Conveyance, and that the 
faid Grand Jury are hereby authorized and required to raife and 
levy fuch Sum, and pay the fame over to the Magillrate who lhall 
fo have expended the fame for fuch Conveyance. 
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
